REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
made of record does not teach or fairly suggest in combination a technique for 
distributing channel allocation information in a demand access communication system, 
Code Division Multiple Access (CDMA) type communication, multiple access codes are 
used that have a defined code repeat period or code epoch. For each such epoch 
duration, a central controller, such as located at a base station in the case of operating 
a forward link, determines a schedule of assignment of traffic channels to active 
terminals for each epoch. For each terminal designated as active during the epoch, an 
active terminal unit identifier is assigned. For each terminal designated as active during 
the epoch, the base station assigns a list of active channels for such terminal unit. Prior 
to the start of each time period, a channel set up message is sent on a paging channel, 
the message indicating terminal unit identifier and the identifier of the list of active 
channels for such epoch. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclose. 

Dupont (US 5,535,207) discloses a method of dynamically allocating active time 
slots for a terminal that is operating in a packet data communication system, which 
includes a fixed network and user terminals. The system using a channel organized 
into time slots for scheduling data communications between the network and user 
terminals. The method including first communicating information, further including a 
terminal ID and a packet key, representative of an active time slot pattern for the user 
terminal. 

Rahnema (US 5,430,729) discloses in a communication network a subscriber ID 
includes a code that uniquely identifies subscriber unit and that is known to the 
identified subscriber unit and any satellite. Providing traffic channel to subscriber unit. 
Subscriber unit monitors subscriber IDs transmitted over broadcast channel to 
determine if packets are intended for it. Satellite uses subscriber ID of packets that 
carry subscriber unit traffic to route such packets to traffic channels assigned to the 
identified subscriber unit. 
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Laroia et al (US 6,804,528 B1) disclose in a wireless communication system, 
multicast message are transported to groups of wireless terminals by employing a 
common control channel to transmit a multicast paging message indicating that 
multicast traffic data is to be transmitted to a particular group of wireless terminals.
